Sullivan's Btatemaents Listened to With

Marked Attention and Me Was
Warmly Congretulsted After *
Finishing—Hearst Abgent.

Washington, Feb. 14—The second
chapter In the episods between Sul-
|llvan of Massacbuselss and Hearst
New York occurred in the house today.
Bullivan took the floor upon & guestich
of personal privilege and related the
circumatances leading up to the indlot-
ment and conyietion of his father and
himuselt for manslaughter. The spoech
was & declded contrast with the res
marks of yesterjay when the two men
heaped upon emch other eplthets and
charges of & serious nature. Sullivan's
Malement today was devold of any
further attack on Hearst and was a
stralght relteration of the occurremce
charged by Hearst.
Bullivan admitted the charge but
slated that he himself had been
only technically gullty of the corime
charged and was permitted to leave
the court a free man, the fury ac-
quitting him of the charge. His father
had been Imprisoned a year and s half
for the crime, but on the dlscovery of
new evidence which presented grave
doubts of his gullt, his father was par-
doned.

Sullivan's statements were listened
to with marked attention and at the
conclusion of his speech he was warme
ly applauded, many members leaving
their seats and shaking his hand., Mr.
Henrst was not present during the time
he spoke,

Hunt That the Murderer Was Con-

coaled in a House in South

Beveral detectives,
among whom was Danlel Weiner
went to the house and surrounded it
When this was Jone Welner entered by
& side door for the purpose of placing
the murderer under arrest. He hal
hardly dlsappeared through the door
when a shot was heard and several
persons rushed out of the house stat-
ing that Welner was seriously wound«
ol .
The ofMcers Immediately rushed into
theé house and ascertained that when
Fiorébello saw the detective enter the
room in which be was hidden. he drew
& revolver and shot himeelf dead. The
excited Itallans had, however, managed
to widely| circulate the report that
Welner was pither dear of dying, as
the result of the battle between the de-
tectives and the murderer.
Beveral Itallans were arrested and
will be prosecuted for alding and abet-

complicity In the crime.
